SEMINAR FOR NEWLY ELECTED/APPOINTED AND EXPERIENCED
COMMISSIONERS, CHIEFS & SECRETARIES

Fire District Attorneys Clark and Brian Snure will present this program for new and experienced commis-
sioners, chiefs and secretaries. The morning session will provide the knowledge and background needed to
understand and address many issues facing fire district personnel. Topics for this full-day program, which
is being held in Spokane and Ocean Shores, include:

The relationships of fire protection district commissioners and personnel.

Powers, authority, duties and responsibilities of commissioners, chiefs and secretaries.

Delegation of authority.

Relationships with state and county offices.

Risk management and insurance.

Open public meetings and executive sessions of the board of commissioners.

Open Public Records Act.

Ethics—Conflicts of Interest.

Compensation to commissioners, paid and volunteer personnel.

Volunteer firefighter associations.

Finances—revenue sources, tax levies, budgets, lid lifts, debt limitations, elections.

Other areas of law will be addressed with an opportunity for class participants to ask questions. Part of the
afternoon session will be tailored to legal issues you want to discuss (please complete the questionnaire
accompanying this notice and return it to the WFCA office prior to the seminar you wish to attend).

ETHICS: WHAT IS MY RESPONSIBILITY AS A FIRE COMMISSIONER?

Public confidence in elected officials can quickly erode when irresponsible and/or improper conduct is un-
covered. It is the paramount duty of a board of fire commissioners to address unethical conduct of a fellow
board member in a fair and professional manner. This 1-1/2 hour seminar (8:30 - 10 a.m.) in Chelan will out-
line a process and procedure to formulate and implement a policy for fire commissioner ethics, and provide
an opportunity to define what is unethical or improper conduct through adoption of an ethics policy.

HOW TO IMPLEMENT POLICIES & PROCEDURES

The second half of the morning seminar (10:15 - 12:00 noon) in Chelan will provide a review on how to im-
plement policies and procedures and define what is a management issue and what is an operational policy
issue.

LEGISLATIVE ROUNDTABLE: WHAT ARE THE WFCA PRIORITIES FOR THE
2009 SESSION?

WEFCA Lobbyist Sandi Swarthout will facilitate a work session and interactive discussion with WECA
members to identify the top priority issues for the 2009-2010 legislative sessions. Participants will break
into small groups to discuss fire districts’ legislative issues and have an opportunity to participate in a
group priority exercise. Additionally, a number of state legislators will provide some helpful hints on how
to more effectively communicate with your state legislators. %
